The firefighters with hose and nozzle 


then gave battle royal to the flaming, 


flaring flames. On one side was an 


Insatiable demond breathing fire from 


Its nostrils and never relaxing Its'vigi- 


lance or attack for a moment. On the 


other side were tired and wearr ffre- 


men, with eyes red and staring from 


the loss of sleep and constant peering 


Into the flames.

HOPES SHATTERED. 


The hopes of the people yesterday 


and "Wednesday night were raised on 
several occasions as the valiant fire- 
men seemed to have stemmed tho flery 
flood, but the flames would break out 
afresh and shatter the hopes o* the 
home and property owners 


Block by block the flre advanced 


mercilessly driving the people before 
it with tha scourge of flame 


Whole families were driven out dur- 


ing the night. In many cases after the 
families had established camps In the 
streets they were again compelle3 to 
movo as the devouring names traveled 
much faster than had been alculated 


GREAT CARAVAN 


The outskirts of the city present a 


remarkable appearance 
The 


"'way of reaching the ferries from 


the greater portion of San Francisco 
is by going due north to the baj and 
then following the bay streets until 
the ferries are reached 


This roadway presented a wondrous 


and Infinitely sad spectacle 
A cara- 


van of woman, men and children were 
on the roadway, slowly advancing to- 
ward the ferry pulling dragging or 
carrying their belongings 


The caravan was seemingly endless 


It wound its slauous course here and 
there. Eaoh street that opened on to 
the roadway added to the stream of 
bedraggled

Francisco, que&n of the cities of the 
Pacific Coast, has naught but desola- 
tion for a crown and ashes for a robe 
No prouder olty -nas ever leveled to 
the earth and never was devastation 
so grim, gaunt and terribly pictur- 
esque 
Nlnevah and Tyre, cities of 


mythical proportions and dimensions 
were visited with Instantaneous da-- 
ntruotlon.

ON NOB HILL 


Aside from the business sections, where 
the ruins arc so conspicuous as to speak 
for thcmselM's the most S^SItacuin- ie 
vastatlon Is DII Nob Hill where the min- 
ing nabobs 3f the early days erected 
mansions fit for kings The Crocker res 
Idencc the ctanford and Huntlngton res- 
idences and the Hopkins Art Institute 
ha\e all disappeared as completely as if 
the earth hacl swallowed them 
The> 
are more than conspicuous for their ab- 
sence 
A number of the sturdy sky-scrapers 
nre still standing 
The structural steel 
In them withstood the fearful heat and 
while twlste 1 out of plumb In majority 
of cases, yU the twist is so slight to 
the unexperienced eve that they still ap-

buildings th,it stand out In bold relief 
is the Call building Chronicle building

One of tha Jlstreselnc feature* of the 
fire was the s looting of six or more In- 
nocent parties who insisted after being

The guards' had no means of telling 
whether the person was a thief or -one

IMMEDIATE WANTS. 


The work of evolving a sys- 


tem for supplying the immediate 
wants of the people is a matter 
that is now in the process of or- 
ganization. To get some sort of 
a scheme whereby those in need 
can get the necessities of life4s 
receiving the attention 
of the 


Governor, his staff, Mayor Mott 
end the local city, government and 
civic organizations. 
It is the 


general belief, however, 
that 


despite all efforts there is going 
to be great distress, and that 
actual starvation stares many in 


he face unless immediate and a 
whole-souled aid is forthcoming. 


SUPPLY OF FOOD. 


The supply of food in this city 


may last out the week and then, 
unless it is received in large 
quantities, the city will be in a 
state of want, and the rich and 
poor alike will be the sufferers. 
To what extent the outside coun- 
ry can supply the needs is a 
question that only, actual trial 
will demonstrate, tf the $1,000,- 
000 appropriated by Congress 
and other amounts subscribed are 
made immediately available, and 
can be sent here in the form of 
provisions, the time of trial may 
be tided over until the changed 
order of affairs 
can readjust 


themselves. 


SUPPLIES CONSUMED. 


Immense amounts of supplies 


were consumed in the fire at San 
Francisco, which was the dis- 
tributing point for the cities 
about the bay and interior towns. 
This supply has been swept out 
of existence, and what the 
re- 


sources of the State are is a mat- 


ter that is now the chief concern 
of those engaged in the 
relief 


work. 
The seizure of supplies 


coming in on the trains by the 
Relief Committee has been au- 
thorized by Mayor Schmitz in the 
following communication: 


"San Francisco, April, 19,1906. 
"To the civil and military au- 


thorities: 
The bearer, J. C 


Downey and party of Oakland 
Relief Committee is desirous of 
getting into the city in order to 
join in the work of the 
Relief 


Committee, and to perform such 
public service as he may be able 
to do, and is hereby authorized 
to draw on supplies in transit to 
San Francisco. 


"E. E. SCHMITZ, Mayor." 


CAR OF FLOUR. 


Following out the spirit of this 


letter, and with the authorization 
given the committee by the civi 
authorities, Edwitl Stearns, chair 
man of the executive committee 
seized a carload of flour this 
morning containing 810 sacks. Of 
this amount twenty-five sacks 
were immediately, sent out 
to 


Idora Park, where there are a

The Art of Road Making. 


Fresno county has made the disappointing discovery that good 


roads cannot be made by squirting crude oil in greater or less quan- 
tities on any kind of surface—sand, adobe, loam, or what not—and 
letting traffic do the rest. It has been found that roads need 
olidlty as well as surface; that putting oil on loam makes mush 
nd putting it on sand makes a smooth surface that will not sustain 
weight. 


The discovery is neither new nor surprising. It is merely re- 


earning the experience of the old lesson that good roads require a 
olid, permanent base. Oil on certain kinds of material prevents 
ust and mud, but if there be loose sand or soft loam underneath 
he porous plaster on the surface it is absurd to suppose the roads 
vill bear up under heavy loads and withstand the wear and tear of 
eavy traffic. 


The first requisite of a good road is a solid bed. The second 


s drainage. 
It is impossible to make a good road of loam, with or 


vithout oil. It is composed of fine light material which turns to

mud in wet weather and resolves itself into dust when dry. 


up

It has 
traffic 
o sustaining or cohesive elements, and cuts 
whether wet or dry. Oil only makes it worse. 


Sand by itself will not make a good road, but it is better than 


oam. It can be utilized to a large extent in road making. 
With 


jroper treatment, however, a fairly good road can be made of adobe 
ir clay soils. By giving the roadbed a proper crown, draining it 
.nd rolling or dragging it till it forms a solid body a firm highway 
s created. The application of crude oil on the surface of such a 
oad, followed by rolling, will greatly improve it. Many fairly good 
oads of this kind are made in die clay regions of the South without 
he aid of oil. 


We have done a lot of foolish experimenting with oil during 


he last five years in this State. A lot of money has been spent to 
no purpose and some comical blunders made. Vast quantities of 
oil were bought and poured out on the ground in the most hap- 
.azard way In the vain belief that the stuff possessed some occult 
quality which would create stability in material entirely destitute 
of it. No attempt was made to crown and harden the roads to make 
them weight sustaining, nor was there any discrimination in apply- 
ng the oil. Great quantities would be applied in some places and 
very little in others, and the scientific principles involved were 
not studied at all. 


Naturally that method of making roads has proved an egregious 


failure. Not because oil is not useful material, but because it was 
used without sense or discretion, and in the most vagrant and 
tentative fashion. Now the people of California are coming to a 
realization that road making is a science, and to be a success must 


prosecuted in accordance with specific plans and philosophic 


principles. We have unlearned a lot of foolishness and are now in 
a position to learn something worth while.

She is not 
offended so much at the thing itself as at being brought face to face 
with the evidence of it. 


The newspapers appear to be waking up to the fact that th 


statement bandied about so glibly "that Pardee can't be nominate 
because the politicians are against him" Is making the Governo 
stronger with the people every time it is uttered. The voting mass 
•re instinctively against the politicians; they resent 
program 


being fixed up for them in advance, and they gag at candidate 
foisted up upon them by backroom caucus. They have not failed 
to observe that during the time all this thimble-rigging, political 
jobbing, back-capping, knocking and pitfall-digging for the Gover- 
nor has been going on, the Governor has been calmly and serenely 
attending to the business of his office. 
It has noi. escaped their 


notice that he has taken no hand in making programs, constructing 
political machines or laying political wires. Hence the cackle about 
the Governor's unpopularity with the politicians makes him more 
popaiar with the people 
Anyhow, a Governor who makes a first 


class executive and is not controlled by political cliques strikes the 
jjopnlar fancy. The politicians could not do a worse thing for the 
success of their own plans than go around telling the public they are 
opposed to Governor Pardee 
This is giving the Governor a certifi- 


cate of character to the average citizen. 


The mob at Springfield, Missouri, seems curiously like the one 


at Springfield, Ohio, in some respects and curiously unlike in others 
In both places there was manifest the same fierce antagonism to 
negroes because they are negroes,, but in the Missouri city the mob 
did not burn and loot the dwellings of colored people accused o 
no offense, and did not chase the colored population like wild 
beasts. 
In Springfield, Missouri, the mass of the colored in 


habitants appear to have been left unmolested, although the mob 
wreaked a barbarous vengeance on negroes there was reason 
to 


suspect of crime. No distinction whatever was made at Spring 
field, Ohio. 


MAKING GOVERNMENT A BUSINESS. 


Attention is being called 1o a singular development in municipa 


government in Texas, resultant entirely from the 
destruction 
o 


Galveston six years ago by an inundation. At that time, for pur 
poses of the emergency, the city was placed by the Governor unde 
control of a commission of five men, after the old city governmen 
had been abolished by the Legislature. The commission was vir 
tually absolute, and its work of government during the years of re- 
construction was so completely successful that the citizens of Gal 
veston have declined to return to the old system of mayor and com 
mon council and various other administrative posts filled by popula 
election. As a permanent system of municipal government, Calves 
ton now has simply the commission of five men, one of whom i 
given the title of mayor, and all of them are elected by the people 
This commission is virtually a board of directors intrusted with th 
municipal administration in all its phases. So successful does thi 
system appear to be 'n Galveston that other Texas cities are clam 
oring for it 
Houstoi has just followed suit by securing 
a new 


charter embodying ths Galve;»ton idea, and Dallas, also, last week 
voted for it. There is a popular movement in the same direction 
at both San Antonio and Fori Worth. The Dallas News ventures 
to predict that "it will be only a,few years before every city will be 
controled by such government." Still, it will be necessary to elect 
honest, capable men to the commission.—Springfield Republican.

ing extracts from country papers. This is done for the purpose of 
having fun with the country editors by copying what the metro- 
politan journalist too often looks upon as a sample of "country 
journalism." The Washington Post should be above that sort of 
thing. We venture the assertion that the daily newspapers print 
more of what they are pleased to call "rot" than the country papers 
do. If a country paper devotes six or eight items to one family, 
•the city journalist copies it with great glee and chuckles over the 
huomr of it all. And yet the metropolitan papers recently printed 
more insuffer-.ble "rot" about one or two particular families than a 
hundred country newspapers could possibly print in a year. 


The metropolitan papers take themselves too seriously. They

"In order that this work mar be well 
systematized, and in order that the con- 
tributions which I am sure will flow In 
with lavish generosity, may be wisely 
administered, I appeal to the people of 
the United States, to all cities, Cham- 
bers of Commerce, Boards of Trade, re- 
lief committees and individuals- to ex- 
press their sympathy and render their 
aid by contributions to the American Na- 
tional Red Cross.

HORRORS OF THE RUINS 


This Story Was Written by Eddie Smith, the Sporting 


Editor of THE TRIBUNE, After a Visit 


to the Fallen City.

The moat horrible lmafflnln«s oonoelv- 


able to the human mind would fall far 
short of giving an Impression of the ter- 
rible suffering endured by thoae unfor- 
tunates who last night In San Francisco 
were moving a block at a. time, dragging 
trunks and carrying what few articles 
could be saved. Every possible means 
of conveyance was used to move the 
homeless to open parks and empty lots 
where the fire could not reach them. 
The hill at 
the Market-street out, 
where Guerrero street 
comes In, waa 
crowded by peopla with a few belong- 
ings', and in the light of the flames the 
place resembled an ant hill, with thou- 
sands of ants moving to and fro. There 
was not one foot of open space on the 
hill. With the fire not more than 
a 
block away and the marine corps blast- 
Ing the buildings in close proximity vrlth 
cans of giant powder, the women be- 
came hysterical and children screamed. 
There was not a drop of water to be had 
and the parched lips and sunken eyes 
told a story of terrible sufCering. 


. 
AWFUL SUFFERING. 


On the south side of Market street, 
where so many 
poor 
families 
were 
buraed out, was the scene of*yie most 
wretched 
suffering. The 
flre 
jumped 
from one frame building to another so 
rapidly that the people had no chance 
to get a particle of food or clothing from 
their homes. Most of these were driven 
block by block by the flames across the 
Potrero bridge at Fourth street. 
Once 
across the bridge they were not allowed 
to come back, and many men and women 
who had lost their families In the rush 
for safety were little less than Insane. 
At 
Eleventh and 
Harrison streets, 
where a large cannery had burned, thou- 


sands were carrying away canned goods 
that had not been so badly damaged as 
to be unfit to eat. Too much could not 
be said In praise of the bravery pf the 
firemen and soldiers and sailors of the 
army and navy. In Tact, these brave men 
fought the flre with unflinching courage. 
Tho- sailors 
of the 
government had 
charge of the blasting, and 
while one 
crew was blowing up a building on one 
side of the street another crew waa at 
worlc on the building opposite. 


TERRIFIC FALU. 


When the Franklin Hotel on Market 
and Fell streets was blown down a crew 
working on the buildings opposite waa 
almost crushed to death by the fall of 
this "seven-story building. 
Undaunted 
In their efforts to cbeck th« fire they 
went bravely on blasting, however. 
The 
blowing down of the buildings 
without the aid of water 
itemed 
a 
wasta, tor the flames leaped over the 
ruins as quickly as they reached them. 
In the scramble to get moved to a 
place of safety, every possible convey- 
ance was brought Into use. At one res- 
idence the people broke open a livery 
stable and dragged a hearse out. and af- 
ter breaking the glass out of the eldcs, 
jammed their belongings Into it and on 
the top. They were unable to get horses 
and had to push and pull It over the hills 
toward Golden Gate Park. 
Any kind of a vehicle that could carry 
a few pieces of furniture was In demand 
at 520 a load for a distance of probably 
two blocks, while an express wagon was 
a luxury at $50 a Iffad. 
On the north side of Market street, 
below Dupont, better 
known 
as 
the 
"Barbary Coast," where the most hard- 
ened people in the city lived, one could 
see hardened faces that a tear had been 
a stranger to for years, standing spell- 
bound OB the 
sidewalks and 
In the 
streets with teara streaming down their 
faces. 


EFFECT OF LIQUOR. 


In the section of the city below this 


where the distilleries were located mos 
every one was drunk, and even In th 
face of life and death were quarrelin 
and fighting with one another. 
Never was the curse of Intoxicating 
liquors so much In evidence. Babies and 
small children were left by drunken par- 
ents to shift for themselves, and most 
of them made their way to Telegraph 
Hill, which seemed to be the only place 
of- safety for them. 
The old frame buildings on the south 
side of Market itreet and those that 
were built on the filled In ground below 
Montgomery street were all wrecked by „ _ ,

SULLIVAN'S LOSS. 


The impossibility of getting water was 
the cause of the greatest disaster and 
the fact that Chief Sullivan was so bad- 
ly hurl: by the falling In of the Bush- 
street fire house left the -Fire Depart- 
ment without a head. It 
seemed- the 
consensus of opinion among the firemen- 
that w!th Sullivan at the helm the flre 
would have been fought with far greater 
success. 
Oakland Is now crowded with refugees, 
as every one wants to come here, but 
owing to the density of the smoke and 
fire flnd difficulty In moving to the fer- 
ries.

A two-story brick building adjoining 
the Hartmann Hotel collapsed, burying 
a family of six persons, all of whom were 
rescued in an injured condition.

At Gllroy the shock was not so 
severe, yet many buildings were down, 
but no lives -were reported lost. Pande- 
monium reigned at Ban Jose.
